The market year average price for Burley tobacco is up four tenths of a cent at $1.946 per lb., Maryland Type 
32 tobacco is down five cents to $1.90 per lb. and Pennsylvania Seedleaf Type 41 tobacco held steady at 
$2.10 per lb.  All three tobacco types are beating their ten year averages of $1.78 for Burley, $1.70 for 
Maryland and $1.83 for Pennsylvania Seedleaf. 
 
Although the market year average price of New England tobacco types are not published to avoid disclosing 
data for individual operations, the ten year averages are published.  The 2006 – 2015 average price for 
broadleaf Cigar Binder Type 51 tobacco is $6.25 per lb. and the 2006-2015 average price for shade-grown 
Cigar Wrapper Type 61 tobacco is $24.10 per lb.
